QOsear Samson, ‘‘Im = shot,’’ and, 
staggering into a bedroom, fell on 
the bed. His aunt ran out of the 
door screaming, and fell in a faint 
to the ground, but her

QUEUE CUTTING IN CHINA 


Forced Much Human Hair on Market 
—Supply Still Sufficient 
There was a noticeable increase in 


| the exportation of human hair in 1912 


over that of 1911 although a compari- 
son of last year's figures with the av- 
erag» for the last five years shows a 
discrepancy muc smaller than might 
have been expected considering the 


| peculiar circumstances of the last two 


years. 

A most vigorous queue cutting cam- 
paign Was waged in connection with 
the revolution. Those who were un- 
willing to discard the so-called badge 
of Manchu servitude were deprived of 
it by force. This naturally caused 
the supply of human hair to become 
abnormal and prices accordingly fell, 
and as the demand at home was brisk 
the exports were gr itly increased, 
Some of the merchants kept large 
quantities of the hair, waiting for a 
rise in price, but pricos fell toward 
the end of the year, as the demand 
at home diminished, and at the begin- 
ning of 1912 they had on hand a con- 
siderable amount of unsol« stock. 

While there {s a general impression 
that most Chinese have discardec the 
queque this {s far from being the case. 
Although soldiers are posted at differ- 
ent city gates for the ,urpose of 
removing the queues of all persons 


| who pass through the country, people 


for the most part still retain the queue 
and the supply of human hair will 
doubtless be sufficient for many years 
to come.

HOUSE COOL 


| Ways of Preventing the Summe, 
Home From Becoming Hot. 


LET IN THE GOOD NIGHT alk, 


KEEP 


! It Is Particularly Important That Attio 
and Cellar Should Have Proper and 
Sufficient Ventilation— Neglect of 
This Causes Trouble, 


Keeping the house cool in summer ts 
| not always an easy problem to solve, 
Teople have Invge houses and 
money enough to equip them with elec 
tric fans und other applinnees can, of 
course, keep very comfortable, but it 
is more difficult to manage it in small 
houses, 

Windows must be shaded with blinds, 
shutters or awnings and be well 
screened, AN the heavy bangings 
should be removed and where possible 
the carpets should: be taken up and 
cool colours, such us white, gray, light 
greens and blnes, should tike the place 
of the warmer colors ‘Then white mus 
lin curtains soften the Hyht, though 
tiny people object to even that much 
drapery. 

The coolest hours of summer are the 
night hours. Therefore the night air 
should be allowed to circulate freely 
through every part of the house. The 
best circulation is obtained by having 
windows open at the top aud bottom 
instead of entirely at the bottom ‘This 
lets out the hot air and Jets in the cool 
When this method is followed put the 
sereen jn the lower sush of one wine 
dow of each room and in the upper 
sush of another. 

As it Is important that sunlight, too, 
should enter the house at some time of 
the day, open all the blinds and win- 
dows in the eurty morning for a little 
while, Then darken the house for the 
rest of the day. 

It is especially muportant that the 
attic and cellar should) have proper 
ventilation, In the former a skylight 
or window should be kept open nicht 
and day; except, of course, when it 
rains, The cellar windows should be 
open only at night when it is compura- 
tively cool Open them at sundown 
and close them at 8 o'clock in the 
morning. Neglect of this method of 
airing the cellar causes a grent deal 
of trouble during the hot wenthor. If 
the windows are not closed during the 
heat of the day the warm, moisture 
ladened air enters the cellar and con- 
denses on walls, pipes, metals, ete. The 
colder the surface the greater will be 
| the amount of moisture that will con- 

dense upon it, and a few days of neg- 

lect will ake the cellar so damp that 

It will not be a suitable place for keep 

ing food.

KEEP SHIPS FROM ROLLING 


If New Plan Works Out as Expected 
Landiubbers May go to Sea With- 
out Fear of Being Sick 
The principle of the gyroscope, while 
Simple and generally understood, can 
be applied at times to produce some 
very puzzling results, and i. order 
that the method of its application to 
ship's rolling may be more clearly un- 
| derstood, it ray perhaps be as well 
to review this principle in the sim- 

plest possible way, 

Suppose we have a vertical spindle 
and on it mount a wheel in what is 
called the natural or horizontal plane, 
the spindle being so arranged that it 
can be tilted in any direction. To 
consider t.° matter concretely. let us 
suppose that he wheel Is spinning 
a high rate of speed and that we so 
tilt the spindle that its top mcves to- 
ward the norta. 

What happens? As soo. as the top 
of the spindle {fs given this angular 
motion, the spinning will develop a 
couple which tends to tilt the spindle 
elther to the e:stward or westward, 
according to the directicn in which the 
Wheel is spinning. The movement of 
the gyroscope is thus seer to take 
place in the plane at right angles to 
that of the impressed force. This 
movement normal to the impressed 
force is called ‘precession.’ 

In the consideration of any gyroscop- 
ie apparatus it is essential that we 
clearly understand that the movement 
of the gyroscope does not take place 
jin the same direction as the impressed 
foree, but that this tendeney to move 
is transferred 90 degrees in the dl- 
rection of rotation before it is mani- 
fested as motion. 

While in principle the ;yroscope is 
quite simple, the diffict. y lics in over- 
coming the many mechanical troubles 
that arise as soon as it is attempted 
to produce results in a practical way. 

Many years ago that able naval ar- 
\chitect and invesugator, Sir J. 1 
Thornycroft, evolveu a scheme for pre- 
venting rolling by means of shifting a 
|heavy weight, the controlling inechan- 
ism being by means of a gyroscope. 

Later on, a German engineer Doctor 
Schlick, developed what is called the 
passive type cf gyroscope, which utiliza 
ed the periodic motions of a ship after 
hey had been developed by the actions 
of the sea for damping or reducing the 
rolling. 

Mr. Sperry attacker. the problem 
from a totally different and more ag- 
gressive point, and proposed to instal 
an active type of gyroscope equipment 
which did not wait for the ship to roll 
} before it began its work, but which 
prevented instantly, at ‘is inception, 
any rolling movement of the vessel. 

There is a v important point to 
be observed here. Bach tendency to 
roll is quelled on the instant, and sim- 
ultaneously with its development, is 
completely neutralized before it has 
|time to move the ship. There is thu 
practically no angular motion. 

If the readey will remember that 
without angular motion a couple ex- 
erted by a 8yroscope becomes zero, 
then he will readily understand that it 
requires practically zero work to re- 
sist the couple—in other words, when 
a ship is held practically free from 
rolling. it requires v little power to 
maintain it in this condition, and this 
has been found to be actually the case 
jin practice, as has » »n the oughly de- 
monstrated, At first sight this may 
seem revolutionary, but it is neverthe- 
less true, and it is this feature of the 
development that should work a revol- 
ution in our methods of stablizing 
ships,
